Pumpkin Show directors Friday were confident that there would be 
a Pumpkin Show next year, as votes coming in from members of the 
Pickaway County Agricultural Society were running more4 than two 
to one in favor of the celebration’s continuance. 
Of the 166 ballots sent to show contributors, 52 have been returned, 
Mack Parrett, secretary of the Society, has announced. Of the 52 re­

The ’quake occurred at 2:28:22 
this morning, according to offi­ 
cials a t the Fordham University 
seismograph 
laboratory in 
New 
York, and lasted less than half a 
minute. 
It was centered in the Connecti­ 
cut River Valley and its heaviest 
effects were felt chiefly in Massa­ 
chusetts, 
Connecticut and 
New 
Hampshire. 
The only m aterial damage thus 
far reported were some telegraph 
poles knocked clown in the vicini­ 
ty of Concord, N. H. 
Everywhere, 
throughout 
the 
earthquake region, fire and police 
stations and newspapers and ra­ 
dio stations were deluged by tele­ 
phone calls from frightened resi­ 
dents. 
Large Cities Shaken 
Among the large cities whore 
tile trem ors were felt were Mon­ 
treal, Boston, New Haven, Phila­ 
delphia. Camden, N. J., and tho 
Staten Island and Long Island sec­ 
tions of New York City. 
It was believed the ’quake re­ 
sulted from a subsidence of the 
earth’s crust along the New Eng­ 
land coast possibly along a fault 
under the Connecticut River Val­ 
ley.

COLUMBUS, Dee. 20 — Ohio's 
share of the nation’s $35,000,000,- 
000 national defense program was 
estimated today at $2,225,000,000 
by George B. Chandler, executive 
vice president of the Ohio Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. 
Chandler said the figure repre­ 
sented a sum equal to one-seventh 
of the entire wealth of the state. 
In further comparison, he assert­ 
ed that it meant an expenditure 
of $327 for every man, woman and 
child in the state; $588 for every 
person of working age. whether 
working or idle, and $1,045 for 
every employed person.

A Christmas tree can be a 
* 
serious fire hazard, but it needn’t be. 
You can fireproof yours by follow ing these j needy youngsters 
simple directions: 
I. At a drugstore buy 
a quantity of ammonium sulphate equal to 
one-fourth the weight of the tree. That is, 
if the tree weighs 12 pounds, you need til 
pounds of the chemical, which is cheap 
and readily obtainable; 2. Put the chemi­ 
cal in a glass jar, or some other container 
with a narrow mouth to lessen evaporation, 
and add 11/2 pints of water for each pound 
of ammonium sulphate; 3. While the tre e 1 
is still fresh, saw' off a small part of tile 
trunk at the bottom, preferably at 
oblique angle or in a V shape, then 
tree in the solution in a cool place, away 
from direct sunlight, and leave it there 
until the solution is absorbed, 
grec of fire resistance of your tree de­ 
pends on the amount of solution absorbed, 
so the more absorbed the safer your tree. 
Also, the increased moisture content acts 
to keep the tree green and preserve it for 
a longer time.

ons against this age-old infection 
and have robbed it of much of its 
dread. They are: specific serum , 
sulfanilam ide derivative 
drugs, 
and the scientific use of oxygen. 
Serum 
The use of scrum in pneum onia 
was, for long years, a dream but 
the successful accomplishment met 
with 
many technical obstacles. 
Most of these obstacles have been 
overcome. 
The most im portant 
advance was in the recognition 
th at there were many different 
types of the germ which causes 
pneumonia. They arc all closely 
related—first cousins, so to speak 
-—but there are some thirty-odd 
strains and one strain will not suc­ 
cumb to the. scrum th a t m ight be 
used for another strain . Methods 
have been developed to determ ine 
w hat strain any given patient has, 
in a short time, and /different se­ 
rum s have been developed applica­ 
ble to most of the strain s and all 
of the common strains. 
Perhaps even more successful 
than the use of serum , has been 
the development, alm ost coinci­ 
dentally with the use of scrum , of 
the use of the chemical dyes which 
go under the general name of sul­ 
fanilam ide derivatives. These are 
like the magic bullet of Ehrlicb — 
they kill the germ w ithout injur­ 
ing the tissues of the host. 
Sulfanilam ide, itself, is effec­ 
tive in pneum onia but apparently 
not as effective as two closely re­ 
lated 
compounds, 
suifapyridine 
and sulfathiazole. 
Oxygen is used when there is a 
definite indication th a t the pa­ 
tien t’s lungs are so congested th at 
he cannot readily use oxygen from 
the air. Oxygen should not be used 
indiscrim inately in all pneumonia 
patients, and it sometimes makes 
them very uncom fortable. 


Ju st which ©ne of these rem ­ 
edies, or all, to use in a given case 
requires the best judgm ent of the 
attending physician. 
From the 
reports of those with wide expe­ 
rience it would seem th a t the sul­ 
fanilam ide derivatives are the 
method of choice. There is no re a ­ 
son why they should not be used 
in combination with serum . The 
two rem edies play different parts. 
The sulfanilam ide derivatives ap ­ 
parently attack the germ itself, 
while the serum neutralizes the 
toxins or by-products produced 
by the germ s. 


Care of Patient 


The use of the Big Three, how­ 
ever, should not persuade people 
to neglect the ordinary nursing 
care of the pneumonia patient. In 
no discase is complete rest and 
freedom from annoyance of such 
im portance. A nything th a t irri­ 
tates 
the 
patient 
should 
be 
stopped, even if if s giving him 
medicine. Ile should have plenty 
of w ater and fresh air, and no 
noise or moving about. In fact, 
old-fashioned nursing is still the 
leading item for the pneumonia 
p atien t’s treatm ent. 
The m ortality of pneumonia, 
u s in g m o d e rn m e th o d s , h a s 
dropped from about 40 per cent 
to about 8 per cent, according to 
last y ear’s reports. In the sever­ 
est type (Type III pneumococcus) 
the drop has been from 60 per 
cent to 19 per cent. So we are ju s­ 
tified in saying, th a t the disease 
need not be regarded with as much 
dread this year.
